Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art searched and cited failed to teach or fairly suggest an apparatus and method for 
inspecting a substrate using charged particles, the apparatus having a beam 
separator coupled to and interconnecting a illumination subsystem, a objective 
subsystem, and a projection subsystem, wherein the beam separator comprises a 
magnetic prism array including a central magnetic sector, inner magnetic sectors 
positioned outside the central sector, and outer magnetic sectors positioned outside 
the inner magnetic sectors in combination with the remaining elements of claims 1 , 
11, 14, or 20. Claims 2-10, 12, 13, and 15-19 are allowable because of their 
dependencies upon claims 1, 11, 14, or 20.
